The Stones jo Form the Monument 


ThereWI1 Soon Reaoh the Site.

The erection of this monument was 


intrusted by Congress to the Secretary 
of State, and by that official was placed 
In the hands of ColonelWIlson, by whom 
tha present contract was entered Into 
with Crawford & Son, of Buflalo. 
The 


site selected Is the old homestead where 
Washington was born. 
The house la 


dismantled, and only portions of the 
Foundation walls remain to mark its site. 
The monument will be ureoled over the 
ruids. 
Its base will nearly equal the 


are» of the ancient building. It will face 
toward tbe Potomac and bear the In • 
scriutlons: "Birthplace of Washington" 
and_ "Erected by the United States." 


Although the site is some distance 


back from the river, the monument will 
be in plain view of passing steamers. It 
is proposed to convert the land around It 
nto a'park, and otherwise make U at- 
tractive to visitors. A wharf has already 
Jeen built, out in the river, which Is shal- 
ow at this point, so' as to facilitate the 
landing 
of passengers and 
freight. 


Colonel Wilson U now endeavoring to 
lave Congroea authorize the emplov- 
nient of a watchman to look afier ihe 
monument and guard it against the 
attacks of relic hunters.

Cultivation of Violets. 


Violets in frnmes require a great deal 


of attention during the dark winter 
months, and light and air must bo giveu 
on every possible opportunity. 
It does 


no barm to lettva the frames covered 
with enow for a couple of days in se- 
vere weather, bnt great damage is done 
if snow1 is allowed to remain for a week, 
when mold w*ill spread with alarming 
rapidity. Even if sunlight can be ad- 
mitted for but three hours and a little 
ventilation given, it is surprising how 
the plants are benefited. There ore very 
few days dnruig the whole winter when 
we do nqt giva both light and air. Vio- 
lets resent cc (Idling, and »ir sbonld be 
given freely vheuever the outside tem- 
perature olloira. If the thermometer 
registers sevoi ul degrees bolow freezing, 
even in xhidv inter, tha sun warms the 
frames sufficiently to permit a moderate 
amount of air being admitted. Violets 
in frames make much more -work tlinn 
when they are grown in.dionses, and tbe 
flowers are less convenient to pick, bnt 
:he quality of blooms is as good in all 
lands, and muoh better in some, par- 
ticularly the single varieties. Tho flow- 
ering season, too, is a little longer than 
with those grown in artiaoial]heut,— 
Garden and Forest.

In assuming the charge o( the racing 


interests of the country the L. A. W. 
racing board ol '96 asks the co-operation 
and assistance of every cyclist in the 
country. 
We promise absolute impar- 


tiality lu the re-enforcement of the rules, 
both for and hgainst Ihe racing man and 
the race) promoter. Every honest racer, 
be he amateur or professional, Is entitled 
to oar protection and friendship. 
We 


shall enforce the rules to the bent of our 
ability and hope for an active season of 
clean, honest sport. 


The new ru'es for the government &f 


cycle racing are being prepared as rapid- 
ly as possible; the principle changes arc 
Ihe.abolition of class B, riders formerly 
in that class having been reinstated by 
the actlonof the national assembly, f n 
the amateur class the acts that formerly 
transferred to class B will hereafter pro- 
fessionalize. No rider may compete for 
a prize valued at more than 835, or more 
than 100 miles from home except within 
tho limits of his own division.
